OPEN SPACES FOR HOUSES. 


There is to be introduced at the 
next meeting of the Legislative 
Council an Ordinance to amend|° 
further the Public Health and 
Buildings Ordinance, 1903. 


The “Objects and Reasons” 
state that Section 179 of the 
Public Health. and- Buildings 
Ordinance, 1903, provides that 
every domestic building erected 
on land leased from the Crown 
after the 20th February, 1903, 
shall be provided with an open 
Space equal in area to not less 
than one half of the roofed-over 
aréa of such building, and that a 
scavenging Iane must ‘also be 
provided by the owner without 
compensation. Section 180 of 
the _ Ordinance 
every domestic building erected 
or re-erected on, land leased 
from the Crown before 
the 21st ‘February, 1903, shall be 
provided with an open space 
equal in area to not less than one 
third of the roofed-over area of 
such building, and that the owner 
must also provide a scavenging 
lane, for which he may claim 
compensation. Both sections 
provide that in certain cases 
portions of streets may be counted 
as Open space,

Ther reserved judgment to act as sense and duty .pex- 
mitted, and requested fair and equal opportunities in in mandated ter- 
ritories, as the Alles acquired them through American aid = They 
desired to co-operate in peaceful settlement of questions which were 
justifiable. The Uniled States would shortly seek to. negotiate a 
series of most-favoured nation treaties with Latin American nations, 
not for preferential treatment but for equal opportunities with any 
other Power.—-Reute.. | ‘ .

Probably, with a 
Goverament as efficient as its 
predecessors, and with all thesa 
conveniences, the popalace will 
be a far more contented one than 
ie is ar present. Tc is truly a 
Vision splendid. 

But what comfort is the con- 
templation of such things to the 
citizen of teday? It can only 
emhance the contrast between 
the present and the: future. It 
proves that the pioncering days 
of the Colony are not yet over, 
and we are planning what ‘our 
successors will enjoy. In that 
coming time of good things, the 
cost of living, and standard of 
rents, might be considerably 
higher thin at present, burt no 
doubt the level of wages will 
have correspondingly increased, 
and the great achievement will 
probably be stahility—a definite 
price for everything. and no 
worries about the future. Yer it 
all seems a dream tno good to 
come true in it entirary. Pes- 
simists will visualise the bad 
effects of making this Colony too 
attractive. It will mean a vastly 
increased, and possibly rapidly 
expanding, population. which 
will exert such pressure as to 
bring about the same evil con- 
ditions that we bewail to-day. 
We have heard ir said thar the 
improvements in contemplation 
will perforce be brought about 
too gradually to xeep pace with 
requirements. so that the 
crumbles of twenty years henca 
will be the same asnow. Well, 
we most probably shall sot be 
here to judge of the truth of this 
prediction, but itis an argument 
of sufficient force to make us 
doubt whether our prior vision, 
based on the promises of the 
present, will be attained in full. 
Human nature being what it is, 
we quite expect thas the residents 
of 1944 will be -grumbling as 
heartily as ever; and if ther 
have.to put up with even half the 
drawbacks of the present period 
they will be fully justified !

The instance we reported the 
other day of a young man going 
to Oxford University and the Inns 
of Court from Hengkong, and 
having his local Intermediate 
Arts pass accepted, so that he 
carries on at Oxford just as if he 
had spent his first two years of 
university life at that ancient 
seat of learning. helps te focus 
attention on the fact that 
this Colony is able to give an 
education equal to that of any 
part of the Empire.

Tt is difEcult for one outside
